PRESIDENT'S REPORT 



Chicago, January 1, 1910. 
The Honorable, 

The Board of West Chicago Park Commissioners. 
Gentlemen : 

In compliance with the by-laws of the West Chicago Pai4c Com- 
missioners, I respectfully submit my report as President of your Hon- 
orable Body for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1909. I shall not 
attempt to go into details as to the large volume of work performed 
during the year, as the reports of the other officers of the Board are 
very complete in all essential particulars. 

We began the year of 1909 without debt, with a substantial cash 
balance to the credit of the Board in our depositaries, and I am 
pleased to state that the same satisfactory condition prevails at the 
close of the year. No portion of the tax levy of 1909 has been antici- 
pated, and the balance in our General Fund of $240,486.31, is ample 
to cover all necessary expenses which may be incurred prior to the 
time we receive our funds from the collection of the tax levy of 1909. 

The amount required during the coming year to retire the matur- 
ing bonds and bonds that, should be called for payment, and to cover 
the interest on our bonded indebtedness, is shown below. 
Interest due January 1, 1910, on $430,000 outstanding 5% bonds of the

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On May 25, 1909, Hon. Charles S. Deneen, Governor of the State 
of Illinois, approved an Act passed by the General Assembly of the 
State of Illinois, entitled, "An Act to amend Section One of an Act 
entitled, 'An Act to provide for making improvements and repairs 
upon highways adjoining public parks and pleasure grounds/ ap- 
proved and in force April 22, 1907, and to add thereto three new 
sections, to be known as Sections 2, 3 and 4." This act is of great 
importance to the people of the West Side, as the Board will now be 
able to issue bonds to pay its proportion of the cost of improving the 
various streets adjoining the parks in our System. We will also be 
enabled to pay to the City of Chicago the amount due on Special As- 
sessments levied by the City against the West Chicago Park Commis- 
sioners for improvements which have already been made upon streets 
adjoining the parks under our control. 

The Board passed an ordinance on November 23, 1909, authoriz- 
ing the issue and sale of $500,000.00, four per cent twenty year serial 
bonds, as provided by this act. These bonds are now ready for deliv- 
ery, but it is the intention to issue the bonds only in such sums as 
may be necessary to pay for the improvements when completed, and 
in a sum sufficient to retire our indebtedness to the City of Chicago, 
which has been standing for so many years. 

Another act of even greater importance to the people of this sec- 
tion of the City, passed by the General Assembly at the same session, 
and approved by the Governor, June 10, 1909, is entitled, "An Act to 
enable park commissioners to issue bonds to raise funds for the acqui- 
sition and improvement of additional small parks and pleasure 
grounds, and to provide a tax for the payment of the same." This act 
provides for the issue and sale of $1,000,000.00 of bonds, subject to 
the approval of a majority of the legal voters of the West Park Dis- 
trict at any general or special election. We are preparing to have this 
proposition presented to the voters at the election in April, and as 
soon as the Act is approved, steps should immediately be taken to 
issue and sell the bonds, and acquire and improve as many additional 
small parks and pleasure grounds as the funds will permit. This 
matter should receive our first attention, and the necessary action 
be taken by the Board with the least possible delay. The popularity 
of the small parks that we have already established, fully warrants us 
in making every possible endeavor to have this proposition approved 
by the people, in order that we may acquire the additional small parks 
and play grounds which are so badly needed in our section of the city. 
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In Park No. 2, the Field House and Swimming Pool have been 
completed, the swimming pool being opened to the public during the 
latter part of the summer. The Field House has been equipped the 
same as in Park No. 1 and Park No. 3, and will be opened during the 
present month. The total cost of this park to date is as follows :

Our Chrysanthemum and Flower Show was opened at the Garfield 
Park Conservatories on November 7th. The efforts of the Board to 
produce something of real beauty and interest to trie public 
were amply rewarded by an extraordinary and appreciative attend- 
ance. The beauty of the flowers excited universal admiration. The 
collection comprised many rare and valuable plants, distributed 
throughout the seven houses of the Conservatory. The success and 
popularity of the exhibit may be somewhat gauged by the fact that 
the show, though scheduled to run but ten days, was so well attended 
that it was continued for nearly four weeks. 

Following this exhibition, the first Midwinter Flower Show ever 
held in Chicago was opened by the Park Board on December 19th for 
two weeks. The myriads of blooms being brought to perfection by 
our gardeners were such good offerings for a holiday show that the 
idea was acted upon as soon as it was conceived. Every flower which 
is possible of hothouse cultivation was shown. 

In addition to the special exhibition in the show room, the main 
conservatory, the palm house and other buildings were also open to 
inspection, and Chicagoans interested in flowers had the opportunity 
to transport themselves, as it were, from zero winds and snows, to 
tropical surroundings and summer gardens. It was especially gratify- 
ing to observe the throngs of school children who eagerly patronized 
the exhibit, proving it to be of exceptional educational value as well 
as a delight to the eye. 

The Conservatories were open to the public from eight o'clock 
A. M. until ten o'clock P. M. daily, the buildings being well lighted 
and heated, and everything being done to promote the comfort and 
pleasure of the public. 

Chicago's third annual play festival, given by the Playground 
Association of Chicago, was held on the golf links at Garfield Park 
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on Saturday, October, 9th. The program was in three sessions: one 
at ten in the morning, one at two in the afternoon, and one at seven 
in the evening. There were about 3,000 participants. The program 
included folk games and national dances by groups of various nation- 
alities; exhibitions of playground activities, gymnastic and athletic 
drills ; also dances and exercises by young people of all ages, including 
children from the West Side Parks ; a drill by fifty girls from Park 
No. 3; selections by a Swedish Women's Quartet; classes from the 
Henry Booth House Woman's Club, Gaelic Dancing Association, 
Special Park Commission Gymnastic Schools, Eli Bates House, Sew- 
ard Park, Hinman School, Chicago Home for Jewish Orphans, South 
Park Playgrounds, Sherman Park, School of Physical Education, and 
others. The evening session included gymnastic national and folk 
dances and games by young people and adults. 

The widespread interest aroused in these play festivals has added 
greatly to the support of the small parks which are being created 
throughout the city. The love of outdoor pastimes is one of the many 
benefits that have come to Chicago through its great foreign popula- 
tion. The play festivals add materially to the wholesomeness of city 
life. They further tend to unite in friendly relations the home and 
foreign element in a great city's population. 

The Playground Association endeavors to emphasize the spirit of 
play and recreation for which Chicago has such magnificent facilities. 
It is hoped to typify the achievements of Chicago's playgrounds and 
recreation centers, resulting in a better and happier community life, 
and stimulating good fellowship through play and sport. 

The second outdoor exhibit of statuary by the Municipal Art 
League of Chicago was held this year in Garfield Park. It will be 
remembered that the first exhibit of the kind was held a year ago in 
Humboldt Park. While the exhibit in Garfield Park, which consisted 
of about forty pieces of statuary, was necessarily a temporary one, the 
effect was so charming that it has been asked why all sculpture ex- 
hibits have not been held outdoors. It has been conceded that visitors 
fail to grasp the beauty of statuary which has no background other 
than the blank walls of a museum. The idea of an outdoor exhibit is, 
therefore, purely an educational one. It provides the spectator with 
a glimpse of the beauty of gardens and sculpture in proper combina- 
tion and is of value, also, to the sculptor, enabling him to test his 
creation in a fit environment. In this country it is an experiment.- 

The following is the present status of some of the most important 
legal matters that are now pending : 
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and confirming the special assessment. The assessment roll has been 
completed and filed in court, and on February 14, 1910, application 
will be made for confirmation of the same. As soon as the assessment 
is completed we should lose no time in advertising for bids and award- 
ing the contracts for the improvement, in order that the work may be 
completed at the earliest possible date. 

I respectfully present for your consideration the following recom- 
mendations for work which should be performed during the coming 
year as fast as our funds will permit : 

Douglas Park. 

The uncompleted portion of Douglas Park south of Ogden Ave- 
nue should . receive early attention. The completion of the formal 
flower garden adjacent to Ogderi Avenue emphasizes the incomp ete- 
ness and unattractiveness of that portion of the park lying imn edi- 
ately south of the garden. It is recommended that this area, consi' ting 
of a lagoon partially filled, and irregular lawn spaces, be filled, an' I the 
entire area lying within the boundary of the park roadways, be gf aded 
in accordance with the plan prepared therefor. Appropriate r order 
plantation along Nineteenth Street and elsewhere should be made. 
The area so to be improved and graded embraces about 22 acres, and 
the cost is estimated at $67,000. This includes the cost of excavation, 
grading, black soil, drainage, water service, walks and plantation. 
The lake area in this park north of Ogden Avenue is 16 acres and is 
ample in size, considering the area of the park. The lawn areas are 
all small and the building of this new additional lawn south of Ogden 
Avenue will be a desirable improvement. 

In the Natatorium the boiler room should be reconstructed to 
admit of raising the floor grade and a new steam boiler should be 
installed. 

Garfield Park. 

The Garfield Park Conservatory glass roof should be rebuilt to 
the extent of placing new glazing bars and reglazing. As the recon- 
struction of the roof of the Palm House is und^r contract, it is ex- 
pected that this portion of the conservatory will be completed as soon 
as the. weather permits, in the spring of 1910. 

The balance of the conservatory roof over the several houses 
should also be reconstructed this year. The estimated cost of recon- 
structing the balance of the roof, except the palm house, is $35,000.00. 

Ample provision should be made for snow guards; otherwise the 
very considerable breakage Qf glass from sliding snow and ice from 
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one roof onto the other will be unprovided for and consequent dam- 
age to plants and flowers will result. 

Douglas Boulevard. 

The asphalt pavement on this boulevard from Garfield Park to 
Douglas Park, embracing 37,650 square yards, is in very poor condi- 
tion, and should be repaved. It is estimated that it will cost approxi- 
mately $49,200.00 to repave this drive with asphalt, make the necessary 
repairs to the concrete curb and gutter, and replace eight iron sewer 
covers with others of standard weight. 



Washington Boulevard. 

At Washington Boulevard and 40th Avenue, there is an offset 
in the alignment of the boulevard, necessitating a sharp turn in the 
roadway. It has been suggested that a portion of the corner lot be 
purchased and the intersection widened. I would recommend that 
this be done after the Chicago Railways Company has laid its tracks 
on 40th Avenue, as it will then be necessary to pave this entire inter- 
section. 

The cost of this improvement is estimated at $1,800, exclusive of 
the cost of any land which may be purchased. 

Logan Square. 

The present macadam side drives around Logan Square should 
be replaced by a hard pavement such as asphaltum, as the drives are 
considerably used by heavy traffic wagons. Concrete curb and gutter 
should also be constructed. The estimated cost of this work is 
$12,000.00. 

Park No. 1 and Park No. 3. 

In order to enable us to maintain the plantation outside oi the 
high fence bounding these parks, it is recommended that an iron 
fence similar in design to the high fence, be placed adjacent to the 
sidewalk. This fence is designed to be 33 inches high and will serve 
as a guard for the plantation. The estimated cost of the fence for 
Park No. 1 is $1,536.00, and for Park No. 3, $1,376.00, and the new 
plantation would cost about $600.00 in each park. 
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Union Park. 

The present wooden toilet building should be removed and a new 
building, constructed of brick or concrete, should be located near the 
border of the park near the Lake street side and properly screened by 
plantation. 

A new steam heating boiler should be placed in the basement of 
the office building. The concrete work around the water court should 
be repaired. 

Humboldt Park. 

The advisability of placing a natatorium and open air gymnasium 
in Humboldt Park has frequently been suggested. I should hesitate 
to recommend that any portion of this park be used for this purpose, 
but if it is considered essential that a natatorium and gymnasium 
ground be provided, then additional land outside of the park should 
be purchased. 

Marshall Boulevard. 

All that portion of Marshall boulevard lying between the west 
fork of the Chicago River and the Illinois and Michigan Canal should 
be supplied with water mains and water service pipes. This can only 
be obtained by co-operating with the Water Pipe Extension Depart- 
ment, of the City, as a new water main must be laid across the river 
either at Western avenue or at California avenue. 

Resurfacing Macadam Roadways. 

The matter of laying suitable pavements where the present 
macadam boulevards and park drives do not withstand the wear and 
tear of automobiles should be given our early and careful considera- 
tion. It is growing more difficult each year to maintain our macadam 
roadways to that degree of excellence which our boulevards should 
attain. As instructed by your Joint Committee on Finance and Main- 
tenance, the Engineer has prepared a complete report on this subject. 
I would suggest* that if possible, the sum of $100,000.00 be set aside 
to carry on the work of resurfacing with asphalt, or asphaltic concrete, 
our macadam boulevards during the coming year. 

Switch Track. 

If arrangements can be made with the Chicago & North- Western 
Railway Company to place a switch track in Garfield Park near the 
Power House, it would be of great assistance in securing our coal and 
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other supplies, and in my opinion, it would result in a substantial 
saving to the Board. This matter should be investigated and if a 
satisfactory agreement can be made, the work should be immediately 
commenced. 

Electric Light Conduits. 

It is desirable that the present wooden ducts carrying the under- 
ground cables be replaced by tile ducts as rapidly as available funds 
will permit. There are many miles of these ducts to be recon- 
structed, and I would advise that an appropriation of at least $25,000.00 
be set aside for this purpose. In this way the entire conduit system 
will be permanently reconstructed in a very few years if some work 
is performed each year. 

Naming of Small Parks. 

I would respectfuly recommend that names be assigned to Parks 
No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3, the numerals having served the purpose 
temporarily. 



In concluding this report, permit me to express my thanks for 
the honor conferred upon me when you elected me your presiding 
officer, and my appreciation of the cordial support you have given 
me at all times in the performance of my official duties. I also desire 
to heartily commend the officers and the various employes of the 
Board for the faithful and efficient services rendered.

Gentlemen : 

The following report summarizes the work performed in the 
Park System under the jurisdiction of the West Chicago Park Com- 
missioners during the year ending December 31, 1909: 

Garfield Park. 

The work of reconstructing the glass roof on the Conservatory 
was undertaken and a contract let for new roof for that portion of 
the Conservatory known as the Palm House, for $18,450.00. About 
one-half of the Palm House roof was rebuilt during the year. The 
balance is to be completed during the early part of the year 1910. 
It has been estimated that the cost of replacing the roof on the 
Conservatory, exclusive of the Palm House, is about $35,000.00. This 
work should be arranged for and completed during the year 1910. 

An addition is being constructed to the Conservatory for public 
lavatories and drinking fountains, as this was deemed necessary for 
the convenience of the many visitors. The approximate cost is 
$3,800.00.

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The steel smoke stack at the Power House was taken down, as 
the steel was so much corroded as to render the stack unsafe. A new 
smoke stack, 150 feet high, was built, at a cost of $4,534.00. 

A new blacksmith shop, 24x30 feet in dimension, with slate roof 
and concrete walls, was constructed by Park employes. 

In the Power House, the engines and concrete engine beds were 
removed and the space, 42x60 feet, was made available for a general 
Store House for supplies, by constructing a partition wall and adding 
two additional floors. 

The sheds formerly used for storage and supplies have been re- 
modelled as work shops for carpenters, painters, mechanical repairs, 
plumbers, and tinsmith. This arrangement should greatly facilitate 
the work of our own employes. 

The men's toilet room on the hill near Hamlin avenue was 
rebuilt with new concrete floor and fixtures, and a new heating 
furnace was installed and new incandescent lighting system for the 
entire . building was put into service. 

The exterior walls of the Refectory and Boat Landing were re- 
plastered below the level of the upper floor, metal lath and plaster 
being used. The cost of replastering was $2,140.00. 

New cloak rooms and toilet rooms are being constructed in the 
basement of the Refectory under the Assembly Room, the approxi- 
mate cost of same being $6,100.00, including the cost of a new steam 
heating plant and radiation. 

Two new roque courts were constructed in Garfield Park, north 
of Lake street. Five new concrete drinking fountains have been 
placed in the Park ; 3,085 cubic yards of black soil was delivered. 

Golf Course. 

The nine-hole Golf Course south of Madison street was well 
patronized during the entire season. 

At the Golf House, a new lattice roof was constructed over the 
veranda, and the interior of the building was repainted and decorated. 
About 6,350 square yards of new macadam walks were laid in that 
portion of the Park lying north of Lake street, and about ten acres of 
new lawn were made, and proper drainage and water service was pro- 
vided for these lawns. 

Large areas of the lawn in the Golf grounds were so much used as 
to require resodding. Approximately 17,900 square yards of sod 
were used for this purpose and for other locations in this Park. 
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Outdoor Art Exhibit. 

In the formal garden and near the water courts, the Municipal 
Arts League made their outdoor exhibit of sculpture in plaster, about 
forty pieces being displayed. 

Play Festival. 

On October 9, the Play Festival, under the auspices of the 
Playground Association of Chicago, was held on the Golf Grounds 
in Garfield Park. The West Park Board provided a dancing platform, 
100 feet square, and twenty-one tents for dressing booths ; also ade- 
quate lighting facilities for the evening program. The day's program 
extended from 10 o'clock a. m. until 10 o'clock p. m. and was enjoyed 
by many thousands of visitors and participants.

Douglas Park. 

At the Pavilion and Boat Landing, forty-eight of the columns 
forming the pergolas were replaced with solid cast concrete columns, 
at a cost of $772.00. 

The water pipes serving the lawns adjacent to Nineteenth street, 
between Albany avenue and California avenue, were replaced with 
new cast iron Universal pipe, at a cost of $775.00. 

The necessary water pipes and drains have been laid for the 
placement of five new drinking fountains. 

Some clay filling has been delivered for grading the area, now 
occupied by the lagoon south of Ogden avenue. 

The following figures constitute a brief summary : 
8,365 square yards of sod laid. 

740 lineal feet of lake shore line repaired. 
1,470 lineaj feet of new macadam walk constructed. 
3,220 lineal feet of old macadam walk repaired. 
2,386 cubic yards of black soil delivered.

Humboldt Park. 

One of the desirable improvements to this Park which was com- 
pleted during the year 1909, is the asphalt pavement laid on Kedzie 
avenue, from Augusta street to North avenue, a distance of three- 
quarters of a mile. The portion of the total cost of this improvement 
borne by the West Park Board is $18,483.10. 

The foot bridge leading to the Picnic Island was rebuilt and 
new concrete abutments were constructed by Park employes. The 
span of the bridge is thirty feet. 

The four bronze statues for the water court in the Rose Garden 
have been delivered and will be erected early in the spring. Mr. 
Leonard Crunelle is the sculptor for these statues. 

In the old Refectory, the entire wooden floors of the restaurant, 
lunch rooms, hallways, and the outer veranda, were replaced with 
concrete, and the old closets in the toilet room were removed and 
nine new closets installed. 

Twenty additional arc lamps were put in service in the western 
portion of this Park to light the newly constructed driveway. 

The incandescent lighting system in the old Refectory was 
reconstructed and new lights were placed to light the upper and lower 
veranda. 

All of the row boats were repaired and painted.

Union Park* 

The old Conservatory at the Union Park office was torn down 
and an addition serving as a Committee room and Secretary's office, 
was constructed in its place, the cost being $2,015.00. 

The bookkeeper's office was rearranged and the entire building 
was painted inside and outside, and the electric light system was 
entirely reconstructed by Park employes. 

The macadam walks were repaired and the shrubbery beds were 
fertilized. 

7,559 plants and 10,250 bulbs were planted. 
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Jefferson Park. 

The entire lake was drained and the mud and sludge in the bottom 
were removed and the bottom ivas covered with broken stone and 
gravel and graded, so that the lake could be more readily drained 
and cleaned. Two additional overflow outlets were also provided. 

All of the lawns were fertilized and shrubs were replanted where 
they had been damaged. Some additional beds of shrubs were laid 
out along the border of the Park. 

1,534 square yards of sod were laid. 

Two wooden bridges were rebuilt upon existing foundation.

Vernon Park. 

The concrete walks in this Park were repaired, about 700 square 
feet being replaced. 

The toilet rooms were reconstructed with new fixtures through- 
out and new cement floor was laid. 

The entire lawns were fertilized. 

3,367 plants and 7,700 bulbs were planted. 

Holstein Park. 

The building in this Park was painted inside, and the iron fence 
along the south side of the Park was painted. The gymnasium appa- 
ratus was repaired. About $500.00 worth of additional gymnasium 
apparatus was added to this Park. 

2,702 plants and 4,200 bulbs were planted. 
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Shedds Park. 

The iron fence and lamp posts in this Park were painted and 
benches were repaired. 
176 plants were used. 

Wicker Park. 

The walks in this Park were entirely reconstructed, the area of 
these walks being 2,550 square yards. 

The toilets were entirely refitted with new modern plumbing and 
the old wooden floor was replaced by a concrete floor. 

The lawns were fertilized and 1,080 square yards of sod were 
laid; 500 plants were planted. 

The widening of Robey street necessitated the moving of our 
electric light conduits and posts, adjacent to the Park on this street, 
the cost of so doing being borne by the Chicago Railways Company. 

Small Park No. 1. 

The Playground Park, No. 1, with its natatorium, indoor and out- 
door gymnasium, shower baths, library, Assembly Hall, Kindergarten, 
Club Rooms, children's wading pool and athletic field, has been op- 
erated as heretofore, and it is believed the various activities here 
carried on are very beneficial to the children and the adults of the 
community. The attendance is shown in the table given below. 

A new steel sheet ceiling was placed in the shower rooms, and 
the halls and rooms were repainted and additional gymnasium appa- 
ratus was installed. A new entrance to the Park from Chase street 
was constructed. A removable stage was built for the Assembly 
Room. 

The small area lying between the Natatorium and the east line 
of the Park was laid out into small garden plots about six feet square, 
for the purpose of having children cultivate them and plant them 
with flowers or vegetables.

Small Park No. 2. 

This new Playground Park, embracing 2.89 acres, with its Field 
House, Swimming Pool, Wading Pool, outdoor and indoor Gymna- 
siums, and play field, was completed during the year. The Swimming 
Pool was opened to the public on August 14, and the attendance to 
the close of the season, September 30, was 105,811. The field house 
and indoor gymnasiums may be opened to the public as soon as the 
lockers and furniture are installed. 

The total cost of the Field House, Swimming Pool and dressing 
booths is $82,619.00. 

The iron fence was delivered by contract and erected by P*rk 
employes. 

The following work was performed by Park labor: 

20,000 square feet of concrete walk laid. 

A concrete water court, 32x45 feet, constructed. 

824 feet of 6-inch sewer laid. 

9 catch basins constructed. 

3 manholes constructed.

141 feet of lead water pipe laid. 

3 drinking fountains were placed. 

All of the grading and filling with black soil, and tree planting, 
was performed by Park employes. 

The play field is flooded and used for skating during the winter 
months. 

One large room on the lower floor is being used as a kindergarten. 

338 plants were used in this Park. 
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Small Park No. 3. 

In this Park practically the same kind of activities and entertain- 
ments are provided for as in Park No. 1, and the same^ ideas pre- 
vailed in the layout and construction of the Park. The large room in 
the basement formerly used as a store room was finished and equipped 
as a kindergarten. The interior of the building was redecorated and 
wire guards were placed on all basement windows. All pergolas 
were repaintd and macadam walks were repaired. A removable stage 
was built for the Assembly Room.

SMALL PARKS 
General 

The activities of the Small Parks are divided into two classes : indoor 
and out door activities. The former are open from November 1 until 
May 1, and the latter from May 1 until November 1. 

Outdoor Activities 

The swimming pools seem to furnish the principal means of enjoy- 
ment for the boys and girls during the hot summer months. On Mon- 
days, Thursdays, Saturday and Sunday mornings, the pools were open 
for men and boys and on Tuesdays and Fridays, for women and girls. 
Persons under fourteen years of age were not allowed to enter after 6 :00 
o'clock P. M. 

For the first two months of outdoor work, the outdoor gymnasiums, 
both for men and women, were open from 3:30 o'clock P. M. until 8:00 
o'clock P. M. daily except Sundays. Assistant gymnasium instructors 
were employed which enabled us not only to open early in the morning, 
at 8:30, but also to give the children the necessary supervision and 
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vigilance to protect them from accidents. Only adults and children over 
ten years of age were allowed to enter. The work was mostly informal 
in character,, the instructors devoting their time principally to individual 
work, general supervision, group work, the playing of playground ball, 
indoor ball, and track meets. 

Attention was also given to tennis playing. The tennis courts were 
laid out with fine screened torpedo sand and are always kept in good 
condition by means of pulling a heavy roller over them. They are con- 
stantly in use, the average number of people playing per day being ten, 
and the estimated number of games played daily being about five hundred, 
in each park. 

The children's playgrounds contain special apparatus and a large 
wading, pool and sand court. The playgrounds are in charge of trained 
women kindergartners who play with the children and teach them 
how to do raffia work, sewing, and other kindergarten specialties. This 
applies to every day except Sundays, from 8 :30 A. M. until 8 :00 P. M., 
and only children under ten years of age are allowed in these play- 
grounds. The kindergartners and the gymnastic instructors divided the 
work day and took turns in coming one week in the morning and the 
next week in the afternoons. The time spent in the playgrounds by the 
children was filled with joyful recreation and the character of their 
pleasure was instructive as well. 

The playfields were used for games, indoor baseball, playground ball 
and football, and oftentimes for big race-track meets. As many as seven 
teams have played ball at one time, and as many as 2,000 to 3,000 specta- 
tors have witnessed the games. Two or three games of football were 
played every Sunday afternoon during the autumn months. 

In the winter, the playfields were flooded some eight inches with 
water and allowed to freeze. This made a large clear pond for skating. 
The pond was kept clean and was open for skating all day and evening. 
A room in the basement of each building, equipped with benches, pro- 
vides a warming room for the skaters. 

Ground which was set aside by the Commissioners for garden work 
for the children, was divided into small garden patches of 10x4 feet, and 
given over to the children by formal application, for cultivation. One 
of the gardeners employed by the Park Board spent his time twice a week 
after 3 :30 o'clock P. M., with the children, showing them how to care 
for their gardens. All sorts of vegetables and flowers possible for them 
to cultivate, were produced. The children enjoyed the gardens and took 
excellent care of them. It is hoped that these gardens will be extended 
over a larger area of ground the coming year and a more accurate and 
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detailed account be kept of the methods and the results obtained there- 
from. 

Indoor Activities. 

The library in each of the small parks consists of a reading room 
and a circulating station and is a branch of the Public Library of Chicago. 
It is this threshold of educative opportunity, brought to the people of 
these neighborhoods and so much needed and so well utilized, that is be- 
coming one of the most potent factors in the education and life of the 
people. It is supplied with approximately 1,500 volumes and about thirty- 
five popular and technical magazines, some of these being foreign papers. 
It might be of interest to explain that a new and very interesting experi- 
ment is being carried on by the teachers in the seventh and eighth grades 
of the public schools, who have been requested to bring their pupils to 
the Parks on certain mornings of the week and make exclusive use of 
the library for a period of one hour, during which time the librarian 
lectures on the cataloguing and numbering of books, how to find a book, 
and how to put it back correctly, etc. Thus far the results have been of 
great practical value. 

The Assembly Halls have been used extensively during the entire 
year for free illustrated lectures, concerts, entertainments, dances, exer- 
cises, celebrations, educational and various other kinds of gatherings. 
No charge is allowed for the use of any of the Park Assembly Halls. 
The standard of morality and discipline required and maintained is unim- 
peachable. The lectures, concerts and entertainments are along 
practical and educational lines.. They have always been well attended 
by enthusiastic audiences. The lunch room in the pavilions is used in 
connection with the Assembly Halls, for serving light refreshments 
or dinners. They are a source of great accommodation to the public in 
this connection. 

The indoor gymnasium hours are from 3 :30 until 10:00 o'clock P. M. ; 
Sundays from 9 :00 until 12 :00 in the mornings. In both the men's and 
women's department, four classes were held daily, two classes of pupils in 
the afternoon and two classes of adults in the evening, except Tuesday and 
Friday in the men's division and Wednesday and Saturday in the. women's 
division, which were set aside for playing practice or match games of 
basket ball or indoor baseball. Sunday mornings were given over to 
team practice and general gymnastics. The general order of work was 
practically the same in both gymnasiums and included the following: 
a — Go-as-you-please session; 
b — Marching tactics ; 
c — Calisthenics ; 
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d — Gymnastic dancing; 

e — Apparatus work; 

f — -Games or races; 

g — Basket ball or indoor baseball. 

This year a West Park Athletic League was organized and a tourna- 
ment of practice games and a series of match games conducted during 
the indoor season. This encouraged a great interest and series competi- 
tion. Both departments had a very large attendance and a very success- 
ful year. No attempt is made in the gymnasiums to develop athletes. 
The gymnasiums serve the purpose merely of recreation and general 
gymnastic training. All persons had to register with the instructor be- 
fore being admitted. A piano is used in both gymnasiums. 

Shower baths are used in connection with the gymnasiums. These 
were open from 2 :00 P. M. until 10 :00 P. M. on week days ; on Satur- 
days, from 10:00 until 10:00 and on Sundays from 9:00 until 12:00 M. 
Persons under fourteen years of age are not allowed to take shower 
baths after 7:00 P. M., or on Saturdays, or Sunday mornings, this time 
being reserved exclusively for adults. Adjoining the shower rooms is 
a locker room equipped with clean sanitary steel lockers, which are used 
in connection with both the gymnasium and shower rooms. 

In each of the Small Parks there are more than twenty-five organ- 
ized clubs of boys and girls, young men and women, who meet on an 
average of twice a month. These clubs range from a membership of 
three to twenty-five persons, for social, literary, dramatic, musical, ath- 
letic and other educational and social purposes. All of the clubs are 
vitally identified with Park interests and many of them bear the Park 
name. They furnish the desired material for all sorts of entertainments 
— social, educational, etc. The members of these clubs have contributed 
many pleasant accessories to the rooms, such as pictures, pillows, table 
covers, etc. No children's clubs are allowed to meet in the evening. 
Most of the clubs are under the leadership of the manager of each Park, 
and the woman social worker. The employment of a woman social 
worker has been a very desirable addition toward a more complete 
Small Park organization. She has proven her services indispensable. 

During the first five months of the year, a regular kindergarten was 
conducted by a trained lady attendant, in one of the rooms especially 
equipped for the purpose. The children were brought by their mothers 
or some older person, every morning. Kindergarten work was carried 
on with the educational features eliminated ; pasting, drawing, etc., were 
omitted. In other words, the work was largely related to play only — 
table games, ring games, etc., so as to make it harmonize with all the 
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other activities of the Park. Regular classes were organized and con- 
ducted during the noon hours and every day except Sunday, after 3:30 
P. M. The children range from four to fourteen years of age. The 
demand for this sort of work is greater than the supply. A series of 
story hours was conducted every Wednesday noon from 12:00 until 1 :00 
P. M. and from 3:30 until 4:30 P. M. The story hour is a very strong 
recreation and educational force for the children and is always very 
popular. 

The policy of the Board in the management of the Small Parks has 
been fourfold: to keep the Parks clean in order to create and maintain 
an inviting atmosphere; to manage them economically; to supply the 
social needs of the community so sadly lacking; and to conduct all the 
work on a definitely organized, business-like and systematic basis. 

The Small Parks have proven themselves well able to provide for and 
take care of children and adults of all ages. As a result of these Park 
organizations, and a definite purpose behind them, the Small Parks are 
fast becoming a "world of play" for children, a vital and necessary ad- 
junct to the pupils of the grammar schools, and a civic home to the work- 
ing boy and girl, man and woman. By working along these lines, it is 
believed the small playgrounds will serve their mission best, and help 
lessen the gap of social relationship in these communities. 

We are gratified to realize that the Small Park centers are ably 
furnishing the desired recreation demanded by the public of a crowded 
district^ giving it more life, and instilling enthusiasm and ambition and 
encouragement, in the adults and the children who patronize the Parks 
and must depend upon them for so much of what is worth while in life 
to them. 

Washington Boulevard. 

The old macadam roadway between Fall street and Sacramento 
avenue was resurfaced with asphalt, using lj^-inch binder course and 
2-inch top wearing surface, and the defective curb and gutter was 
rebuilt; 13,303 square yards of asphalt were laid and 1,200 lineal feet 
of concrete curb were constructed, the cost of this improvement being 
$16,380.00. 

The intersection of Robey street and Paulina street was also 
paved anew with asphalt, the larger portion of this cost being borne 
by the Chicago Railways Company and by corporations to whom per 
mit had been issued. 

1,517 square yards of asphalt repairs were laid at a cost of 
$1,689.00. 
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The macadam roadway at the Fifty-second street turn wab resur- 
faced with a tar macadam, about 1,000 square yards being so treated. 

New electric conduits were laid across Paulina street, Robey 
street and Fortieth avenue. ■>, 

Electric light danger posts were placed at Oakley boulevard, 
Sacramento boulevard, and Fifty-second avenue. 

The sandstone walks were reset where same had settled out 
of grade. 

37 poplars and 20 elm trees were planted. 

Jackson Boulevard. 

The asphalt pavement on this boulevard was thoroughly repaired 
from Ashland boulevard to California avenue, and certain intersec- 
tions were paved anew. New brick pavement was also laid on the 
west approach to the Chicago & North- Western Railway Subway, 
and on that portion of the Subway abutting the right of way of the 
Chicago & North- Western Railway Company; 7,268 square yards of 
new asphalt pavement and 10,967 square yards of asphalt repairs were 
laid, as well as 836 square yards of brick pavement, and catch basins 
and manhole covers were adjusted. The total cost of this work was 
$26,553.74. 

East of Ashland avenue, 1,142 square yards of asphalt repairs 
were laid, at a cost of $1,267.62. 

Electric light danger posts were placed at Ashland boulevard, 
Oakley boulevard and Sacramento boulevard. 

New electric light conduits were laid across the following streets : 
Marshfield, Honore, Lincoln, Winchester, Robey, Seeley, Hoyne, 
Hamilton, Leavitt, Irving, Campbell, Cicero, Subway, and Albany 
avenue, and from Albany avenue to Kedzie avenue in the south lawn 
space.

New electric light conduits were laid across North avenue, Fuller- 
ton avenue, Milwaukee avenue, California avenue and Western avenue.

* 268 square yards of asphalt repairs were made at a cost of 
$297.00. 

4,000 square yards of sod were laid. 

1,000 square feet of concrete walk were laid. 

The lawns were fertilized and 13 poplar trees were planted. 

Ashland Boulevard. 

At Jackson boulevard, the intersection was widened by rounding 
the curved curbs to a longer radius and extending the pavement, the 
cost of so doing being $230.00. 

188 square yards of asphalt repairs were made at a cost of $208.00. 

The limestone walks were reset where same had settled out of 
grade. 

600 square feet of new concrete walk were laid. 

4,073 square yards of sod were laid. 

The lawns were fertilized and 34 poplars were planted. 

Franklin Boulevard. 

2,800 lineal feet of farm tile were laid in the large lawn between 
Grand avenue and Augusta street and 3 catch basins were built, the 
cost being $414.00. 

60 elm trees were planted. 

The improvement of this boulevard from Garfield Park to Hum- 
boldt Park is to be made after the confirmation of the special assess- 
ment roll. This will complete this boulevard.

On account of the construction of the new Subway under the

10. It is expected that this subway will be completed during the year 
1910. It is over 400 feet long and 135 feet wide. 

1,600 Ligustrum ibota were planted on this boulevard and also 
on Twelfth street boulevard. 

Marshall Boulevard. 

The lawn spaces on this boulevard from the river, to the Illinois 
and Michigan Canal, embracing an area of 91,935 square yards, were 
completed and seeded. 

11,510 cubic yards of black soil, costing $9,208, were delivered. 
* 157 poplars were planted on this boulevard. 

Oiling and Repairing Macadam Roadways. 

The area of macadam roadways which was oiled and kept in repair 
is 526,240 square yards. The oil used, for the most part, was the 
•California oil, with an asphalt base, crude petroleum oil, and these 
were emulsified by the use of water and soap by the use of live steam, 
and distributed in an ordinary sprinkling wagon while the emulsion 
was hot. 

On the repairs, five to six men and a steam roller were continu- 
ously employed during the season, but this force was not able to keep 
all of the drives in as good repair as it is desired a pleasureway 
should be. 

The total cost of oiling is $ 7,424.05, or $0.0141 per square yard 

The total cost of repairs is 6,778.55, or .0129 per square yard 

Total .$14,202.60, or $0,027 per square yard.

Floral Department. 

During the year, three special exhibitions were made: One at 
Easter time, lasting about four weeks— exhibits of Easter Lilies, Hya- 
cinths, Tulips, Azaleas, Rhododendrons, Daffodils, Lily-of-the- Valley, 
and many others; during the latter part of November an exhibit of 
chrysanthemums, excelling any former efforts of the Park Board, and 
continuing about three weeks; also a midwinter exhibit, continuing 
for a period of two weeks during the holidays. At this exhibit many 
of the following plants were displayed: About 1,000 Poinsettias, Nar- 
cissus, Primula obconica, Christmas pepper, Cineraria hybrids, Primula 
chinensis. During these exhibits the Conservatory was open to the 
public from 8 a. m. until 10 o'clock p. m., the building being well 
lighted throughout. During the balance of the year the building is 
open from 8 a. m. until 5 o'clock p. m. 

In the Conifer House, over 100 varieties of evergreens are planted. 

In the Economic House may be found trees and plants as follows : 
Lemon, orange, olive, fig, bay tree, pepper, Sisal hemp, pomegranate, 
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Japan plums, St. John's bread, pineapple, Sapodilla, Papaw, sour sop, 
mammee apple, mango, banana, coffee, ginger plant, vanilla, bow- 
string, hemp, New Zealand flax. 

In the Stove House will be found anthuriccum dracaenas, Maran- 
tha, Diffenbachia, Nepenthes, Orchids. 

The New Holland House is at present filled with a collection of 
Crotons and Vromeliaceae. 

At the Propagating Houses were grown about 100,000 plants for 
use in the Conservatory and the flower beds in the various parks. 

During the year the cement frame, steam heated hotbeds were 
completed and placed in service. The close proximity of the steam 
railroad (Chicago & North-Western) to the Propagating Houses 
necessitates frequent cleaning of the glass roof, the smoke and soot 
coating the glass to a considerable extent. 

Bedding plants and bulbs were planted in the various parks 
during the season of 1909. Besides the parks enumerated. 1,570 plants 
and 2,050 bulbs were planted in Campbell Park. 

Spraying Trees and Shrubs. 

The spraying of trees and shrubs was carried on during the proper 
season and as far as weather conditions would permit. 

The elm trees are considerably infested with oyster shell bark 
louse and scurvy scale, and some of the shrubs, such as thorn and 
Japan quince, on Douglas and Humboldt boulevard, were infested with 
the San Jose scale. 

The Tussock moth. was noticed in considerable numbers on the 
lindens and horse chestnuts. 

Several shrubs, particularly the dogwood, were attacked by 
scurvy scale. 

Those shrubs which were infested with the San Jose scale were 
removed and burned. 

The stripping of the leaves by the Tussock moth was checked 
to a considerable extent by hand-picking and destroying the egg 
masses and cocoons.
